- TOW that our garden is ready 
j\l we will want to plant it as 
* ' soon as we can. However, af- 
ter the rain of Wednesday morning 
we will want to test the soil to see 
that it is not too wet. If the soil 
isn't too -wet -we will rake all of the 
pardon so that tne soil will be loose 
o'n top. We do not, want the rain 
to all evaporate. 


Probably the first thing 'to plant 


will be onion sets. When-they are 
in it looks as if we had a garden 
already. Decide where you are go- 
ing to have your onions and then 
stretch a string across the garden 
so that you will have a nice straight 
row when they are planted. On- 
ions will grow just as well jf the- 
rows are crooked but they will not 
look nearly so nice. Also, if your 
rows are not straight your garden 
will be marked off when it is in- 
spected this summer. 


As soon as the line is tight take 


the handle of your hoe and make 
a little trench about one inch deep. 
You could plant your onions with- 
out this trench but it.is much eas- 
ier to keep the rows straight if you 
'have it. Now with your finger 
make a hole for the first set and 
plant it. Press- the ground around 
the set so that it fits tightly in the 
Around. Now plant the other sets 
in the row, leaving about three 
inches between each one. 


Make the nest row about fifteen 


inches away from the first. If you 
want another row of onions plant 
it like you-did tie first. If you 
think one row of onions is enough 
we will plant lettuce in this row. 
The trench for this rom should be 
about holf 
one one inch deep. 


The lettuce seeds are so small that 
they cannot be planted very deep. 
When your trench is ready, plant 
a seed a'bont every half inch. 
If 


you plant them very'thick you will 
waste .lots of seeds. Planted this 
way you can take out some of the 
first plants to eat and still have 
-enough left to make fine heads. As 
soon as you have planted all the 
lettuce you ' want 
-we will plant 


some'radishes. As soon as each 


•TOW is planted cover tie seeds;, and 
press the ground on firmly. ' ; 


For the radishes you will want a 


trench like tne one for the- lettuce. 
Put the radisi se«d\in about antinch 
apart. In this way the plants'-will' 
have plenty of room to grow and 
will be nice and crisp. 'Press the 
ground on these just as you din on 
the lettuce seeds. 
I wonder how many know why 


we press soil down on the seeds ? 
Suppose'that we left the soil loose 
about the seeds.

SCORES PROFITS SYSTEM 


Co-Operative Commonwealth Is 


• Only Bar To New War, 


He Says 


In the abolition of the profit sys- 


tem, with its (fut-throat competition, 
and the establishment of a cooper- | 
ative commonwealth, where prop- 
erty is publicly owned, lies the on- 
ly hope of preventing more great 
world wars or industrial world con- 
vulsions such as have never been 
known before. 


This was .the plea of Upton Sin- 


clair, author and socialist, who has 
been the center of the free speech 
fight waged by the. Social .Science 
club, in a speech before an audi- 
ence' of 2,000 which filled i the uni- 
'versity 
gymnasium , Wednesday 


night. 


"The old people who have been 


running the world for the past few 
years," declared the speaker, "have 
got it into the. dickens of a mess. 
Our only hope lies in the young 
people who are beginning to think 
for themselves, who are studying 
world problems and sticking 
by 


their convictions. 


"If the present system of world 


affairs continues for another ten 
years, the young men in this audi- 
ence will perish on the battlefields 
of some foreign country. It is un- 
avoidable under the .system we 
have now." 


Unemployment, Mr. Sinclair as- 


serted, is always due to over-pro- 
duction or underconsumption, a 
condition that exists, when the 
workers are not paid enough bo 
purchase their own products. 


It tnen becomes necessary for the 


owners of the natural resources and 
the machinery of production to go 
abroad to seek mark«t3,for their 
'goods, continued" the speaker, so. 
they go to foreign countries, where 
they find other people who have 
come there for the same purpose. 


"Then," he declared, "ensues the 


bitter rivalry, for the very life_of 
their business depends' on taking 
away th,e trade from the other fel- 
low.

MENT," SAYS LEADING FEMINIST, 


NOW IN U. S. 


"I do not frish to live any longer with this 


person!" 


In Uruguay, "the divorcee's paradise,"-, that 


is all a dissatisfied wife needs say to a court 
to be awarded an absolute divorce, according 
to Senora Celia Pardino- de Vitali, Uruguayan 
delegate to the Pan-American conference of 
women at Baltimore. 


In an address before the conference, she de- 


clared. 


"When a woman want* a divorce in my coun- 


try, all she has to do is ask for it 
She gets 


it without further trouble. 
There is no such 


thing as a legal obstacle to be overcome. 


"When the Uruguayan husband wants a di- 


vorce he has a harder job. He must go into 
court, make accusations on which to base his 
demand, and then prove his charges. 


"For instance, the unmarried mother who 


has a child, needs but to announce the name of 
its father and the man she names is made 
legally responsible for the child's support. 


"There is an obvious' weakness to this legal 


arraigement, of course—its susceptibility to 
the blackmailer's arts. After several wealthy 
men were blackmailed the law was then chang- 
ed to require proof of paternity. This law, 
however, is never enforced except in the most 
flagrant case. .
